ward to seeing him. 


Nye had written thc Interior de- 


partment man earlier in the week 
asking a conference. Richardson 
held out to Kelley the induetement 
of an office and a stenographer to 
aid him in making out a detailed 
statement of his ace.usations but 
so far apparently had not succccd- 
ec in interesting him. 


Resignation Refused.

Both the senator and Richardson, 
who are close friends personally 
and politically, are well acquainted 
with oil fraud charges, having had 
charge of separate inquiries into 
allegations concerning the leases 
on the Salt Creek fields in Wyom- 
ing.

IMPROVED RESULT 


OF FALLING RAINS 


WASHINTON, 
Oct. 
6—(/P)—A 
more hopeful picture of drought 
conditions was seen today by Dr. 
C. W. Warburton, secretary of the 
national drought relief committee, 
in reports of pastures and crops 
revived by rains of the past two 
week. 
After beneficial precipitation In 
much of the area between the 
Rocky Mountains and the Alle- 
ghenies, a hay crop of 90 per 
cent of normal was indicated with 
a feed grain crop of something 
more than 80 per cent of the five- 
year average. 
Although the drought sections 
are still marked by areas of acute 
shortages of hay and grain in 
many places, Dr. Warburton said 
rhere were many ways in which 
the supplies could be augmented I 
besides resorting 
to 
shipments' 


from surplus areas. 
"Farmers are finding that the 


increased use of available straw, 
fodder corn and fall pastures," he 
said', "will make it possible for 
them to hold the livestock they 
wish to keep without buying as 


large a quantity of feed as they 
previously thought would be nec- 
essary."

Over in England police- 


men on patrol duty carry no 
firearms. Their clubs 
are 


little more than a badge of 
authority, yet no one ques- 
tions the efficiency of the fa- 
mous Bobbies. 


Compared with England, 


the United States is an arm- 
ed 
camp. The law, from 


traffic cop to 
coast guard 


and customs officer, is arm- 
ed to the 
teeth, 
including 


blackjack, pistol, riot guns, 
one-pounders 
and machine 


guns. As a result gangsters 
and criminals of the really 
desperate variety are rarely 
killed, except in gang feuds, 
by their own kind, but mi- 
nor offenders and innocent 
bystanders form an impres- 
sive list of casualties. 


It is a question whether 


the police forced the crimin- 
al to arm or whether the re- 
verse was true, but it is a 
fact that 
efficient 
police 


work ought to be able to ap- 
prehend the outlaw without 
recourse to drastic and in- 
stantaneous measures 
such 


as the service pistol affords. 


Policemen and federal of- 


ficials too quick on the trig- 
ger are responsible for that 
alarming number of "acci- 
dental" shootings in which 
innocent citizens have been 
the victims. They have been 
responsible for coast guard 
patrols firing upon each oth- 
er. 


There is some occasion for 


our police going armed, but 
there i.s no occasion for fir- 
ing upon fleeing persons and 
speeding automobiles and in- 
to the dark merely on sus- 
picion and on the one chance 
in a million that the bullet 
will pick out a criminal to 
bring to justice.

Abstract of Speech 
By President Hoover 
CLEVELAND, 
Oct. 3.—UP)— 
President Hoover chided those who 
take a pessimistic view of the fu- 
ture of business Thursday night in 
reiterating his own opinion that the 
depression is hut temporary. 


Addressing 
the 
fifty-sixth 
an- 


nual convention of the American 
Bankers association, he told the 
members duration of the 
unfav- 


orable economic conditions "will 
be shortened largely to the de- 
gree that you feel you can pru- 
dently, 
by 
counsel 
and 
specific 


assistance, Instill into your clients 
from 
industry, 
agriculture 
and 


commerce a feeling of n.^urnncp." 


Expressions of confidence in the 


country's future prefaced the pres- 
ident's discussion of the problem 
of immediate recovery and that 
of "long-view business stability." 


"There are a few folks in busi- 
ness and several folks in the po- 
litical world," he paid, "who resent 
the notion that things will ever 
get better and who wish to enjoy 
our temporary misery. To recount 
to these persons the progress of 
co-operation 
between the people 


and the government in ameliora- 
tion of this situation, or to men- 
tion that we.ire Buffering far less 
than other countries, or that sav- 
ings are piling up in the hanks, 
or that our people are paying off 
installment purchases, that abund- 
ant capital is now pressing for 
new ventures and employment, on- 
ly inspires the unkind retort that 
we should fix our gaze solely up- 
on the unhappy features of the 
decline.

public vision the railways could be 
strengthened into a greater bal- 
ance wheel of stability. 
"I have never belie ed that our 


form of government could satis- 
factorily solve economic problems 
by direct action—could successful- 
ly conduct business institutions. 
The 
government can and 
must 


cure 
abuses." 
The president praised what the 


bankers have clone toward amelio- 
rating the business situation, and 
continued: 


"At this juncture the 
respons- 


ibility of those in control of money 
and credit is great. Without faith 
on your part and without your 
good offices, the early return to 
full 
prosperity 
can 
not 
be ac- 


complished. 
"We know that one of the pre- 


requisities of ending a depression 
is an ample supply of credit at 
low rates of interest. This supply 
and these rates are now avail- 
able through the cooperation of 
the banks and the federal reserve 
system. 


"The income of a large part of 


our people is not reduced by the 
depression 
but it is 
affected by 


unnecessary fears and pessimism, 
the result of which is to slacken 
the consumption of goods and dis- 
courage enterprise. 
Here the at- 


mosphere of your offices will af- 
fect the mental attitude and, if 
you please, courage, of the indi- 
viduals who will deepnd upon you 
for both counsel and money." 


Mr. Hoover praised the federal 


reserve system as furnishing "an 
admirable center for cooperation 
of the banking business with the 
production and distribution of in- 
dustries and the government in 
the development of broad and de- 
tached 
policies of business sta- 


bility." 
He called upon the bankers to 


consider "what further 
effective 


measures can be taken either in 
the business world or in cooper- 
ation with the government in de- 
velopment of such policies, both 
for

for the future." 


"I know of no greater public
